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The Washington 
Merry-Go- Round

Washington. — For some time, govern­ 
ment scientists at the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment’s experimental station at Beltsville, 
Md., have been trying to determine if the 
same atomic forces that take life can be 
utilized to give life. Particularly they are 
testing out radioactive fertilizer to see if it 
will increase crop yields. 
So far1 no increase in soil fertility has 
shown 
up, 
but 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Charles Brannan has instructed his scien­ 
tists to keep trying. 
Another phase of atomic farm research, 
however, has been highly successful. 
By 
measuring the radioactivity of phosphorus 
in corn and other crops treated with radio­ 
active fertilizer, Beltsville scientists can tell 
how much of the crop’s phosphorus came 
from the soil and how much 
from 
the 
fertilizer. 
This means that farmers of the future 
will be able to ascertain, almost to the 
pound, how much fertilizer they should 
spread per acre in each crop year. Belts­ 
ville scientists call it the 
“tracer” 
tech­ 
nique, since they can trace the course of 
radioactive 
phosphorus through a plant 
like a tracer bullet over a battle field. 
As one scientist observed: “It’s like find­ 
ing another microscope for agriculture re­ 
search that w e never had before.”

Bachelor Speaker Sam Rayburn, having 
no children, gets a great kick out of play­ 
ing with them. Whenever he wants to re­ 
lax, he sneaks off to be alone with some of 
his friends under five.

Washington (N EA )—The same 
theory of treatm ent being used 
on chronic alcholics is now being 
tried on federal prisoners. 
Group therapy is the technical 
nam e for it. 
Alcoholics 
A nony­ 
mous, the organization of reform ­ 
ed problem drinkers working to 
help others fight the liquor habit, 
first popularized the idea. In AA 
it consists of a group of persons 
all with the 
same 
problem 
just 
sitting around and talking about 
it, with the idea of trying to help 
themselves, of course. 
They exchange ideas on how’ to 
fight the habit and try to explain 
just w hat is behind their partic­ 
ular drinking problem. The mere 
fact of being able to speak out in 
the open about a troublesome p e r­ 
sonal problem w ith 
others 
who 
share the same problem eases their 
mind and helps give them strength 
to fight drinking. 
It works the same w ay for the 
federal prisoners. A group is got­ 
ten together 
and 
is 
told 
that 
they can talk 
over 
the 
reasons 
w hy they happen to be 
in 
jail. 
f 
ometimes a psychiatrist sits in. 
ometimes the men are alone. Ac­ 
cording to a prison official, a typ­ 
ical session might go something, 
like this: 
1st P.—“It’s my father’s 
fault 
that I’m here. When I was a kid 
I always w anted to drive his car 
but he just told me to shut up 
when I asked him about it. Even 
when I was in high school he nev­ 
er let me try it. As soon as I got 
out on my own I stole a 
car. 
I 
couldn’t help myself. I was driven 
to it.” 
2nd. P.—“Nuts, th at’s a lot 
of 
bunk. 
You’re 
just 
lazy. 
Why 
didn’t you get out and work and 
earn enough money to buy your 
own car?” 
1st P.—“I never thought of that 
I guess.” 
2nd P.—‘‘My problem was real­ 
ly hard luck not my fault. I fell 
off a freight train and hurt my 
leg. The pain got so bad I started 
taking dope. I had to. Then one 
day they caught me with some. 
Here I am. Was that my fault?” 
3rd P.—“You were 
probably 
running away 
from 
some 
job 
when you fell 
off 
the 
train. 
There’s nothing wrong with your 
leg now. And you’re not getting 
dope now. How do you 
explain 
th at?” 
2nd P.—“They’ve fixed my leg 
up here and I don’t need the stuff 
anymore. You’ll never 
see 
me 
back in this place.” 
And so it goes. 
James V. Bennett, the director 
of the federal prison system, ex­ 
plains that with 
group 
therapy 
the men are helping themselves 
mentally better than 
a 
psychia­ 
trist can, in most cases. They get 
things off their chest which have 
been bothering them and discover 
that they have been kidding th em ­ 
selves 
about 
some 
of 
their 
troubles, he says. 
Group therapy hasn’t been used 
long enough In the prisons to fu r­ 
nish any statistics as to how much 
it is cutting down on the num ber 
of repeaters who keep getting sent 
back to 
jail. 
Bennett 
believes 
that it is helping, 
however. 
At 
least the population 
in 
federal 
prisons is going down. During 1940 
there was 
an 
all-time 
high 
of 
20,000 inmates. It has now fallen 
to 16,000, although the 
drop 
is 
certainly not all due 
to 
group 
therapy. 
Stealing automobiles 
accounts 
for most of the crimes committed 
by federal prisoners. The therapy 
« method helped to reveal that 79 
per cent of the men in prison for 
that offense claim that they h ad n ’t 
planned to steal a car beforehand, 
but had been tempted to 
do 
it 
when they discovered parked cars 
with ignition keys in them. Group 
therapy may be a method for get­ 
ting at the cause of 
other 
kinds 
of crime.

AND COMMUNISM 


Interviews 
Reveal How 
People Feel 


New York, (SS) — America’s 
two great fears are inflation and 
communism. That is, if a group of 
5,000 city dwellers 
interviewed 
by the Psychological Corporation 
here are typical of the rest of us. 
Asked what are the threats to 
a prosperous America, 49.5 
per 
cent listed inflation and 44.1 per 
cent mentioned communism, Drs. 
Henry C. Link and 
Albert 
D. 
Freiberg, report to the forthcom­ 
ing issue of the Journal 
of 
Ap­ 
plied Psychology. 
Strikes and industrial strife are 
only “also-rans” as a source for 
worry, being listed by only 12.1 
per cent. 
Surprisingly enough with com­ 
munism looming so large 
as 
a 
threat, war talk and the threat 
of war were mentioned by only 
10.6 per cent. The Russians are a 
cause for uneasiness to 
only 
1.6 
per cent and the 
atomic 
bomb 
frightens only 1.8 per cent. 
Contrasted with these very low’ 
returns are the following threats 
to a prosperous America; Politi­ 
cians, political parties, politics— 
10.6 per cent; Race prejudice and 
intolerance — 8.8 per cent; bad 
government, .bureaucracy, 
graft 
etc.,—7.5 per cent. 
That America’s city 
dwellers 
are Vot awake to the danger of 
floods, drought and wastefulness 
of resources is shown by the fact 
that only 3.5 per cent mentioned 
these and similar threats as cause 
for alarm. 
With regard to the civil rights 
issue, 77.6 per cent said they be­ 
lieve that a 
program 
to 
teach 
w’hite and Negro to get along to­ 
gether would do more good for 
American Negroes 
than 
passing 
laws to give them equal rights. 
At the bottom of the 
heap 
of 
America’s worries is 
the 
Taft- 
Hartley Act with only 
0.3 
per 
cent considering it a 
threat 
to 
prosperity; 34 per cent of 
union 
members consider 
that 
it 
has 
done more good than harm.

greatly expanded since the first 
installation about 30 months ago 
and gives promise of greater ex ­ 
pansion in the near future. 
Utban mobile telephone

vice, as it is called, is available 
today in over 60 cities

United States and Canada, and 
about 85 fixed transmitting sta­ 
tions serve highway traffic. These 
are the latest 
figures, 
revealed 
here in the Bell Laboratories R e­ 
cord. First urban service was in­ 
augurated in St. Louis on June 
17, 1946, and the first 
highway 
service at Green Bay, Wis., about 
two months later. The urban sys­ 
tems in their

years 
served some 4,000 vehicles, handl­ 
ing approximately 117,000 
calls 
per month. Highway transmitting 
stations serve 1,900 mobile units 
and handle about 36,000 calls a 
month. 


When highway service was first 
inaugurated, it 
was planned to 
operate 
all 
stations throughout 
the U. S. on a single channel of 
two radio frequencies, 
one 
for 
transmission to the motor vehi­ 
cle and the other for transmission 
from the mobile unit. This was to 
have allowed a vehicle with the 
normal single-channel 
radio set 
to travel anywhere and make or 
receive calls. It was found, how­ 
ever, that skywave

was experienced between stations 
separated by about 1,000 miles or 
more, and the plan was changed.
